FOR the purpose of establishing the State Lottery and Gaming Control Commission 3 

and the State Lottery and Gaming Control Agency with certain powers and 4 

duties; transferring the responsibilities of the State Lottery Commission and 5 

the State Lottery Agency to the State Lottery and Gaming Control Commission 6 

and the State Lottery and Gaming Control Agency, respectively; providing for 7 

the membership of the State Lottery and Gaming Control Commission; 8 

providing for certain qualifications, terms of office, salaries, and 9 

reimbursements of expenses for members of the State Lottery and Gaming 10 

Control Commission; providing for certain staffing and consultants for the State 11 

Lottery and Gaming Control Commission; requiring certain video lottery 12 

facilities to own or lease certain video lottery terminals and associated 13 

equipment and software; requiring that certain savings related to the ownership 14 

or leasing of video lottery terminals and associated equipment and software be 15 

appropriated to the Education Trust Fund; authorizing certain counties to 16 

impose certain requirements under certain circumstances; altering the 17 

distribution of certain proceeds of video lottery terminals; altering the timing 18 

for certain transfers of funds; altering the period of time and authorized use for 19 

certain local impact grants; extending certain reporting requirements; altering 20 

the staffing for the Video Lottery Facility Location Commission; repealing 21 

certain limitations on a certain video lottery facility; requiring certain 22 

applicants for a video lottery operation license to take certain steps before being 23 

awarded a license; requiring the Governor’s Office of Minority Affairs, in 24 

consultation with the Office of the Attorney General, to provide certain 25 

assistance; requiring certain proceedings before the Board of Contract Appeals 26 

to proceed in a certain manner; authorizing certain petitions for judicial review 27 

to be heard in certain circuit courts; requiring that certain proceedings related 28 

to certain petitions for judicial review proceed in a certain manner under 29 

certain circumstances; authorizing certain parties to certain proceedings related 30 

to certain petitions for judicial review to appeal the decision of the circuit court 31 
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in a certain manner; prohibiting certain persons from making certain 1 

contributions under certain circumstances; authorizing, subject to a certain 2 

contingency, the use and regulation of table games in the State; authorizing, 3 

subject to a certain contingency, an additional license to operate a video lottery 4 

facility in the State and additional video lottery terminal devices; prohibiting a 5 

certain fee under certain circumstances; prohibiting the operation of certain 6 

video lottery terminals in a certain location before a certain date; repealing, 7 

subject to a certain contingency, a limitation on the hours of operation of a video 8 

lottery facility; providing, subject to a certain contingency, for the distribution of 9 

proceeds from table games and video lottery terminals; authorizing the State 10 

Lottery and Gaming Control Commission to adjust the distribution of proceeds 11 

from video lottery terminals after a certain license is awarded under certain 12 

circumstances and subject to a certain reporting requirement; altering, subject 13 

to a certain contingency, the distribution of proceeds from video lottery 14 

terminals, including certain impact grants; altering, subject to a certain 15 

contingency, the distribution of certain local impact grants; requiring, subject to 16 

a certain contingency, the State Lottery and Gaming Control Commission to 17 

take certain actions; declaring the intent of the General Assembly; requiring 18 

that certain persons submit certain campaign finance statements in a certain 19 

manner; requiring the State Board of Elections to take certain actions; 20 

providing for the expiration of the terms of the members of the State Lottery 21 

Commission and for the staggering of the terms of the initial members of the 22 

State Lottery and Gaming Control Commission; authorizing the applicant for a 23 

video lottery operation license in Prince George’s County to request that the 24 

Video Lottery Facility Location Commission authorize a temporary table games 25 

facility upon the award of a video lottery operation license; requiring the State 26 

Lottery and Gaming Control Commission to make certain recommendations and 27 

prepare certain reports; providing for the transfer of certain functions, powers, 28 

duties, equipment, assets, liabilities, employees, and appropriations under 29 

certain circumstances; providing for certain employee rights if transferred; 30 

providing for the continuity of certain transactions, rights, duties, and interests; 31 

providing for the continuity of certain laws, rules and regulations, standards 32 

and guidelines, policies, orders and other directives, forms, plans, contracts, 33 

property, investigations, administrative and judicial responsibilities, rights, 34 

duties, and responsibilities; specifying that the publisher of the Annotated Code 35 

of Maryland, in consultation with the Department of Legislative Services, shall 36 

correct certain cross–references and terminology; defining certain terms; 37 

altering certain definitions; submitting certain provisions of this Act to a 38 

referendum of the qualified voters of the State; providing for the effective dates 39 

of this Act; making certain provisions of this Act subject to certain 40 

contingencies; and generally relating to authorizing and regulating gaming in 41 

the State.

   (i) at least 25 years old; 28 

 

   (ii) a resident of the State who has resided in the State for at 29 

least 5 years; 30 
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   (iii) a qualified voter of the State; [and] 1 

 

   (iv) an individual who has not been convicted of or granted 2 

probation before judgment for a serious crime or a crime that involves moral turpitude 3 

or gambling; AND 4 

 

   (V) KNOWLEDGEABLE AND EXPERIENCED IN FISCAL 5 

MATTERS AND SHALL HAVE SUBSTANTIAL EXPERIENCE: 6 

 

    1. AS AN EXECUTIVE WITH FIDUCIARY 7 

RESPONSIBILITIES IN CHARGE OF A LARGE ORGANIZATION OR FOUNDATION; 8 

 

    2. IN AN ACADEMIC FIELD RELATING TO FINANCE OR 9 

ECONOMICS; OR 10 

 

    3. AS AN ACCOUNTANT, ECONOMIST, OR FINANCIAL 11 

ANALYST, OR AS A PROFESSIONAL IN A SIMILAR PROFESSION RELATING TO 12 

FISCAL MATTERS OR ECONOMICS. 13 

 

  (2) A member of the Commission may not: 14 

 

   (i) have a direct or indirect financial interest, OWNERSHIP, OR 15 

MANAGEMENT, INCLUDING HOLDING ANY STOCKS, BONDS, OR OTHER SIMILAR 16 

FINANCIAL INTERESTS IN ANY GAMING ACTIVITIES, INCLUDING [in] HORSE 17 

RACING, video lottery terminals, TABLE GAMES, OR LOTTERY; 18 

 

   (ii) have an official relationship to a person who holds a license 19 

under Subtitle 1A of this title; 20 

 

   [(iii) hold any stocks, bonds, or other financial interest in a 21 

person holding a license under Subtitle 1A of this title; or] 22 

 

   [(iv)] (III) be an elected official of State or local government; 23 

 

   (IV) RECEIVE OR SHARE IN, DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY, THE 24 

RECEIPTS OR PROCEEDS OF ANY GAMING ACTIVITIES, INCLUDING HORSE 25 

RACING, VIDEO LOTTERY TERMINALS, TABLE GAMES, OR LOTTERY; OR 26 

 

   (V) HAVE A BENEFICIAL INTEREST IN ANY CONTRACT FOR 27 

THE MANUFACTURE OR SALE OF GAMING DEVICES, THE CONDUCT OF ANY 28 

GAMING ACTIVITY, OR THE PROVISION OF ANY INDEPENDENT CONSULTING 29 

SERVICES IN CONNECTION WITH ANY GAMING ESTABLISHMENT OR GAMING 30 

ACTIVITY. 31 
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  (3) No more than [six] FIVE members may be of the same political 1 

party. 2 

 

  (4) The members of the Commission shall reflect the geographic, 3 

racial, and gender makeup of the State. 4 

 

  (5) A MEMBER OF THE COMMISSION SHALL FILE A FINANCIAL 5 

DISCLOSURE STATEMENT WITH THE STATE ETHICS COMMISSION IN 6 

ACCORDANCE WITH TITLE 15, SUBTITLE 6 OF THIS ARTICLE. 7 

 

 [(c) The Commission shall include: 8 

 

  (1) one member with experience in law enforcement; 9 

 

  (2) one member with experience in a field relating to finance or 10 

investments; 11 

 

  (3) one member who is a certified public accountant; and 12 

 

  (4) one member with experience in a field of information technology.] 13 

 

 [(d)] (C) (1) The term of a member is [4] 5 years. 14 

 

   (2) The terms of members are staggered AS REQUIRED BY THE 15 

TERMS PROVIDED FOR MEMBERS OF THE COMMISSION ON OCTOBER 1, 2012. 16 

 

   (3) At the end of a term, a member continues to serve until a 17 

successor is appointed and qualifies. 18 

 

   (4) A member who is appointed after a term has begun serves 19 

only for the rest of the term and until a successor is appointed and qualifies. 20 

 

   (5) A MEMBER MAY NOT SERVE FOR MORE THAN TWO FULL 21 

TERMS. 22 

 

 [(e)] (D) (1) Subject to the hearing requirements of this subsection, the 23 

Governor may remove a member for cause. 24 

 

  (2) Before the Governor removes a member, the Governor shall give 25 

the member notice and an opportunity for a public hearing. 26 

 

 [(f)] (E) The Governor shall appoint one member of the Commission to 27 

serve as a liaison to the State Racing Commission established under Title 11 of the 28 

Business Regulation Article. 29

 (a) (1) A majority of the full authorized membership of the Commission is 2 

a quorum. 3 

 

  (2) The Commission may not act unless at least 3 members concur. 4 

 

 (b) The Commission shall determine the times and places of its meetings. 5 

 

 (c) (1) The secretary of the Commission promptly shall send the Governor 6 

a certified copy of the minutes of each meeting of the Commission. 7 

 

  (2) The minutes shall include a copy of each regulation of the Agency 8 

that is adopted. 9 

 

 (d) [As provided in the State budget, a member of the Commission: 10 

 

  (1) may receive compensation; and 11 

 

  (2) is entitled to reimbursement for reasonable expenses incurred in 12 

the performance of the duties as a member.] 13 

 

  (1) EACH MEMBER OF THE COMMISSION IS ENTITLED TO: 14 

 

   (I) THE SALARY PROVIDED IN THE BUDGET OF THE 15 

COMMISSION; AND 16 

 

   (II) REIMBURSEMENT FOR REASONABLE EXPENSES:  17 

 

    1. INCURRED IN THE PERFORMANCE OF THE 18 

COMMISSION MEMBER’S DUTIES; AND 19 

 

    2. AS PROVIDED IN THE BUDGET OF THE 20 

COMMISSION. 21 

 

  (2) EACH MEMBER OF THE COMMISSION SHALL BE PAID 22 

BIWEEKLY. 23 

 

  (3) EACH MEMBER IS ENTITLED TO REIMBURSEMENT FOR 24 

EXPENSES UNDER THE STANDARD STATE TRAVEL REGULATIONS, AS PROVIDED 25 

IN THE BUDGET OF THE COMMISSION. 26 

 

 (e) (1) With the advice of the Commission, the Director may employ 27 

deputy directors and other staff in accordance with the State budget. 28 
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  (2) Except as provided in paragraph (3) of this subsection or otherwise 1 

by law, the staff of the Commission is in the State Personnel Management System. 2 

 

  (3) A deputy director is in the executive service of the State Personnel 3 

Management System. However, a deputy director may be removed only for cause after 4 

being given notice and an opportunity for a hearing. 5 

 

  (4) (I) THE GOVERNOR SHALL INCLUDE IN THE STATE 6 

BUDGET SUFFICIENT MONEY FOR THE COMMISSION TO HIRE, DEVELOP, AND 7 

ORGANIZE A STAFF TO PERFORM THE FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMISSION. 8 

 

   (II) AS DEEMED NECESSARY BY THE COMMISSION, THE 9 

COMMISSION SHALL HIRE EXPERTS INCLUDING ECONOMISTS, GAMING 10 

SPECIALISTS, AND LAWYERS. 11 

 

   (III) 1. THE COMMISSION SHALL CONTRACT WITH AN 12 

OUTSIDE CONSULTANT TO PROVIDE CONTINUAL ANALYSIS OF THE GAMING 13 

INDUSTRY BOTH WITHIN AND OUTSIDE THE STATE AND SUPPORT THE 14 

LICENSING ACTIVITIES OF THE COMMISSION AND THE VIDEO LOTTERY 15 

FACILITY LOCATION COMMISSION. 16 

 

    2. THE COST OF THE CONSULTANT REQUIRED 17 

UNDER THIS SUBPARAGRAPH MAY BE DIVIDED PROPORTIONALLY AMONG THE 18 

VIDEO LOTTERY OPERATION LICENSEES AS DETERMINED BY THE COMMISSION. 19

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   (IV) ANALYZE THE GAMING INDUSTRY WITHIN AND OUTSIDE 1 

THE STATE TO DETERMINE WHETHER MARYLAND’S GAMING PROGRAM IS 2 

COMPETITIVE AND MAXIMIZING REVENUES FOR THE STATE. 3 

 

  (2) The Commission [may] SHALL conduct studies of: 4 

 

   (i) the operation and administration of similar laws in other 5 

states or countries; 6 

 

   (ii) federal laws that may affect the operation of the State 7 

lottery OR GAMING ACTIVITIES; 8 

 

   (iii) literature on lotteries AND GAMING ACTIVITIES, 9 

INCLUDING PROBLEM GAMBLING PROGRAMS; and 10 

 

   (iv) the reaction of citizens of the State to existing and potential 11 

features of the State lottery AND GAMING PROGRAM. 12 

 

 (c) (1) The Commission shall submit to the Governor and, subject to §  13 

2–1246 of this article, to the General Assembly the reports required under this 14 

subsection. 15 

 

  (2) The Commission shall submit monthly a report that states the 16 

total State lottery AND GAMING revenues and the total prize disbursements and other 17 

expenses for the preceding month. 18 

 

  (3) The Commission shall submit annually a report that states the 19 

total State lottery AND GAMING revenues and the total prize disbursements and other 20 

expenses for the preceding year. 21 

 

  (4) The Commission shall submit a report whenever a matter requires 22 

an immediate change in a State law to: 23 

 

   (i) prevent an abuse or evasion of this subtitle, SUBTITLE 1A 24 

OF THIS TITLE, or a regulation of the Agency; or 25 

 

   (ii) rectify an undesirable condition in the operation or 26 

administration of the State lottery OR GAMING PROGRAM. 27

   (ii) After the first fiscal year of operations, the exclusion 4 

specified in subparagraph (i) of this paragraph may not exceed a percentage 5 

established by the Commission by regulation of the proceeds received FROM VIDEO 6 

LOTTERY TERMINALS in the prior fiscal year by the video lottery operation licensee 7 

under § 9–1A–27(a)(2) and [(b)(1)(ii)] (C)(1)(II) of this subtitle. 8

[owned or leased by the State] that are connected to a central monitor and control 11 

system owned or leased by the State that allows the Commission to monitor a video 12 

lottery terminal.

 (d) The Commission shall adopt regulations that include the following 15 

specific provisions in accordance with this subtitle: 16 

 

  (1) establishing the methods and forms of application that an 17 

applicant for any license required under this subtitle shall follow and complete before 18 

consideration of the application by the Commission; 19 

 

  (2) establishing the methods, procedures, and form for delivery of 20 

information from an applicant or licensee concerning any person’s family, habits, 21 

character, associates, criminal record, business activities, and financial affairs; 22 

 

  (3) establishing the procedures for the fingerprinting of an applicant 23 

for any license required under this subtitle or other methods of identification that may 24 

be necessary in the judgment of the Commission to accomplish effective enforcement of 25 

the provisions of this subtitle; 26 

 

  (4) establishing the manner and procedure of hearings conducted by 27 

the Commission; 28 

 

  (5) establishing the manner and method of collection of taxes, fees, 29 

and civil penalties; 30 

 

  (6) defining and limiting the areas of operation for video lottery 31 

terminals, rules of video lottery terminals, odds for video lottery terminals, the types 32 

and values of promotional items that may be given away to encourage play of video 33 

lottery terminals, and the method of operation of the video lottery terminals; 34 
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  (7) regulating the practice and procedures for negotiable transactions 1 

involving players, including limitations on the circumstances and amounts of 2 

negotiable transactions and the establishment of forms and procedures for negotiable 3 

instrument transactions, redemptions, and consolidations; 4 

 

  (8) prescribing the grounds and procedures for reprimands of licensees 5 

or the revocation or suspension of licenses issued under this subtitle; 6 

 

  (9) governing the manufacture, distribution, sale, and servicing of 7 

video lottery terminals; 8 

 

  (10) establishing the procedures, forms, and methods of management 9 

controls; 10 

 

  (11) providing for minimum uniform standards of accountancy 11 

methods, procedures, and forms as are necessary to assure consistency, comparability, 12 

and effective disclosure of all financial information, including percentages of profit for 13 

video lottery terminals; 14 

 

  (12) establishing periodic financial reports and the form of the reports, 15 

including an annual audit prepared by a certified public accountant licensed to do 16 

business in the State, disclosing whether the accounts, records, and control procedures 17 

examined are maintained by the video lottery operation licensee as required by this 18 

subtitle and the regulations that shall be issued under this subtitle; 19 

 

  (13) requiring licensees under this subtitle to demonstrate and 20 

maintain financial viability; 21 

 

  (14) ensuring that the operation of video lottery terminals and video 22 

lottery facilities is conducted legally;  23 

 

  (15) ESTABLISHING PROCEDURES FOR THE REMOVAL OF VIDEO 24 

LOTTERY TERMINALS FROM A VIDEO LOTTERY FACILITY; and 25 

 

  [(15)] (16) otherwise carrying out the provisions of this subtitle. 26

video lottery terminals, the applicant or licensee shall at a minimum meet the same 5 

requirements of a designated unit for minority business participation as described 6 

under Title 14, Subtitle 3 of the State Finance and Procurement Article.

  (2) If the county in which a video lottery facility will be located has 8 

higher minority business participation requirements than the State as described in 9 

paragraph (1) of this subsection, the applicant shall meet the county’s minority 10 

business participation requirements to the extent possible.

  (2) a person required to file an independent expenditure report under 22 

§ 13–306 of the Election Law Article as a result of independent expenditures to 23 

support or oppose the question relating to this Act; and 24 

 

  (3) a person required to file an electioneering communications report 25 

under § 13–307 of the Election Law Article as a result of electioneering 26 

communications to support or oppose the question relating to this Act. 27 

 

 (c) (1) From the enactment of this Act through October 21, 2012 (the 28 

transactions end date for the campaign finance report due on the second Friday, 29 

October 26, 2012, immediately preceding the November 6, 2012 general election), a 30 

person subject to this section shall submit a campaign finance statement within 48 31 

hours for any contribution of $10,000 or more that is received and any expenditure of 32 

$10,000 or more that is made or obligated to be made. 33 
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  (2) From October 22, 2012 (the day following the transactions end date 1 

for the campaign finance report due on the second Friday, October 26, 2012, 2 

immediately preceding the November 6, 2012 general election) through November 9, 3 

2012 (the first Friday after the November 6, 2012 general election), a person subject to 4 

this section shall submit a campaign finance statement within 48 hours for any 5 

contribution of $5,000 or more that is received and any expenditure of $5,000 or more 6 

that is made or obligated to be made.   7 

 

 (d) The State Board shall: 8 

 

  (1) establish procedures and filing requirements as necessary to 9 

implement this Act; and 10 

 

  (2) post on its Web site any campaign finance statement filed with it 11 

under this section within 24 hours after its receipt. 12 

 

 (e) (1) The State Board shall assess a late filing fee against any person 13 

required to file a campaign finance statement under subsection (c) of this section who 14 

fails to do so in a timely manner. 15 

 

  (2) The late filing fee is $500 for each day or part of a day that the 16 

campaign finance statement is overdue.  17 

 

 SECTION 8. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the terms of the current 18 

State Lottery Commission expire on October 1, 2012, and the terms of the initial 19 

members of the State Lottery and Gaming Control Commission shall expire as follows: 20 

 

  (1) one member in 2013; 21 

 

  (2) one member in 2014;  22 

 

  (3) one member in 2015;  23 

 

  (4) two members in 2016; and 24 

 

  (5) two members in 2017. 25 

 

 SECTION 9. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That an applicant for a video 26 

lottery operation license in Prince George’s County may request that the Video Lottery 27 

Facility Location Commission authorize a temporary table games facility on the award 28 

of a video lottery operation license. 29 

 

 SECTION 10. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before December 30 

1, 2022, the State Lottery and Gaming Control Commission shall report and make 31 

recommendations to the Governor and, in accordance with § 2–1246 of the State 32 

Government Article, the General Assembly on the tax structure and competitiveness 33 

of the Maryland gaming market. 34 
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 SECTION 11. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on October 1, 2012, all 1 

the functions, powers, duties, equipment, assets, liabilities, and employees of the State 2 

Lottery Commission and State Lottery Agency under Title 9, Subtitles 1 and 1A of the 3 

State Government Article shall be transferred to the State Lottery and Gaming 4 

Control Commission and State Lottery and Gaming Control Agency. 5 

 

 SECTION 12. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That all appropriations held 6 

by the State Lottery Commission and State Lottery Agency to carry out the functions 7 

and programs transferred under this Act to the State Lottery and Gaming Control 8 

Commission and State Lottery and Gaming Control Agency shall be transferred to the 9 

State Lottery and Gaming Control Commission and State Lottery and Gaming Control 10 

Agency on October 1, 2012. 11 

 

 SECTION 13. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That an employee 12 

transferred under this Act shall be appointed without further examination or 13 

qualification. The employee shall be placed in a classification that is comparable in 14 

duties and responsibilities to the employee’s former position. The employee may not 15 

suffer a diminution of salary or wages, accrued leave, whether earned or granted, or 16 

seniority rights. 17 

 

 SECTION 14. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, except as expressly 18 

provided to the contrary in this Act, any transaction affected by or flowing from any 19 

statute amended, repealed, or transferred under this Act, and validly entered into 20 

before October 1, 2012, and every right, duty, or interest flowing from the transaction, 21 

remains valid on or after October 1, 2012, and may be terminated, completed, 22 

consummated, or enforced pursuant to law. 23 

 

 SECTION 15. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, except as otherwise 24 

provided by law, all existing laws, rules and regulations, proposed rules and 25 

regulations, standards and guidelines, policies, orders and other directives, forms, 26 

plans, contracts, property, investigations, administrative and judicial responsibilities, 27 

rights to sue and be sued, and all other duties and responsibilities associated with the 28 

functions of the State Lottery Commission and State Lottery Agency under Title 9, 29 

Subtitles 1 and 1A of the State Government Article prior to October 1, 2012, shall 30 

continue in effect under the State Lottery and Gaming Control Commission and State 31 

Lottery and Gaming Control Agency until completed, withdrawn, canceled, modified, 32 

or otherwise changed pursuant to law. 33 

 

 SECTION 16. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the publisher of the 34 

Annotated Code of Maryland, in consultation with and subject to the approval of the 35 

Department of Legislative Services, shall correct, with no further action required by 36 

the General Assembly, cross–references and terminology rendered incorrect by this 37 

Act or by any other Act of the General Assembly of the Second Special Session of 2012 38 

that affects provisions enacted by this Act. The publishers shall adequately describe 39 

any such correction in an editor’s note following the section affected. 40 
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 SECTION 17. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That Section 3 of this Act 1 

shall take effect contingent on the issuance of a video lottery operation license for a 2 

video lottery facility in Prince George’s County by the State Lottery and Gaming 3 

Control Commission. 4 

 

 SECTION 18. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, subject to the 5 

provisions of Section 6 of this Act and for the sole purpose of providing for the 6 

referendum required by Section 6 of this Act, this Act shall take effect August 15, 7 

2012. 8 

 

 SECTION 19. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, except as otherwise 9 

provided in this Act, this Act shall take effect October 1, 2012. 10
